For three days, Americans 
celebrated the 200th an­ 
niversary of their freedom 
They sang it, paraded it and 
wrote it in fire in the night 
skies. Today, they settled 
down to begin the next 200 
years 
Parades and fireworks 
displays in scattered cities 
and towns Monday night 
capped a weekend of un­ 
parallelled patriotic ex­ 
travaganzas. 
But about 1,500 unhappy 
Bicentennial wagoneers had 
enough of Valley Forge and 
many left Monday, com­ 
plaining that facilities were 
inadequate. Organizers at 
Valley 
Forge, 
where 
W ashington's troops suf­ 
fered privation, disease and 
bitter cold 200 years ago, say 
3,000 wagoneers — 
1,000 
more than expected — 
showed up. They said the ran 
out of food once — on 
Saturday night — and that 
they had complaints about 
toilet facilities and food for 
the horses that drew the 
wagons from all 50 states. 
President Ford Monday 
told 105 new citizens from 23 
countries at Thomas Jef­ 
ferson's Monticello estate in 
Virginia 
"there is still 
something wonderful about 
being an American." 
At Greenfield Village in 
Dearborn, 
Mich., 
the 
B icentennial 
w eekend 
concluded with the re ­ 
enactment of Revolutionary 
War battles by costumed 
soldiers. 
Dire warnings of radical 
violence that haunted Fourth 


of July party preparations in 
historic Philadelphia proved 
unwarranted. The only mess 
the city was cleaning up was 
the usual one, left in the 
wake of happy celebrants 
Bottle-throwing incidents 
Monday in a crowd of 200,000 
gathered for a Bicentennial 
parade at Bristol, R I., left 
several persons injured and 
several arrested and cut 
short the parade.

DPW Explains Licensing 


Every day more than 850 
Plano preschoolers are left 
in the care of persons other 
than their parents. 
These are the children who 
populate the city’s child care 
facilities. The total number 
of children in child care 
centers across the county 
exceeds 1,700. 
“While working parents 
are naturally concerned 
about what happens to their 
children in such facilities, 
they do not normally have 
the time to monitor the 
centers on a regular basis. 
And 
th at’s 
where 
the 
Departm ent 
of 
Public 
Welfare comes into the 
picture,” 
explains 
Ms. 
Margie Jordan, a day care 
licensing 
representative 
with the Departm ent of 
Public Welfare (DPW). 
“We’re about the business 
of 
insuring 
that 
these 
children receive adequate 
care.” 
With 850 children enrolled 
daily in such institutions, 
continued the worker, day 
care is a big industry in the 


city 
And with the city's 
mushrooming 
population, 
the industry is expected to 
double within the next IO 
years. 
She said that the recently 
published 
standards 
to 
monitor the industry have 
received 
considerable 
criticism around the state. 
with some critics contending 
that the licensing process is 
just 
another example of 
governmental meddling 
However, said Ms. Jordan, 
the public concern—while 
understandable- is plagued 
by misconceptions and, in 
some cases, misinformation. 
She explained that the new 
standards were drawn up by 
DPW at the direction of the 
State 
Legislature 
The 
legislature mandated the 
new standards last 
year 
after an unfortunate tragedy 
in Artesia Hall, where a little 
girl in a child care facility 
died 
’ What we’re actually 
doing 
in

process is insuring that each 
of the more than 
1,700 


children in day care centers 
in Collin County have the 
Ikm efit of a safe and healthy 
environment.”

consumers aim ed at finding 
out how many of them have 
complaints about purchases 
of goods and services.

sum ers have criticism s or 
suggestions about more than 
25 per cent of their pur­ 
chases, but in twothirds of 
the cases they don’t make 
complaints. 
The study was based on 
close to 2,500 telephone in­ 
terview s. It quoted con­ 
sum ers who did complain 
about products or services 
as finding the response from 
the seller satisfactory in just 
over 56 per cent of the cases. 
Products with the highest 
problem rates included mail 
order items, toys, cars and 
clothing. In term s of ser­ 
vices, the survey showed 
that close to 15 per cent of

customer-perceived 
short­ 
comings that never were 
remedied. The sam e was 
true with about the sam e 
p ercen tage of ap p lian ce 
repairs. 
The study also found that 
Better Business Bureaus and

custom ers have with pur­ 
chases. Consumers got help 
from sm all claim s courts or 
other legal action in fewer 
than one in every 1,000 in­ 
stances where they had a 
problem with goods and ser­ 
vices.
